berta cabinet, arrived in the city to- 


day accompanied by Senator Ross, 


and is a guest at the Empire hotel. 
Mr. Cushing is a member of the firm 
of Cushing Bros. Ltd., sash and door 
manufacturers, the firm having 
branches in Edmonton and Regina, ih 
addition to the pliant at Calgary. The 
new minister somewhat resembles 
Premier Kutherford of the Alberta 
cabinet, fn build and in manner. He 
is held fn high esteem as a business 
and public man in the west, as wit- 
messed by his sensational defeat in 
Calgary of R. B. Bennett, leader of 
the opposition. When seen at the 
Empire by a Free Press reporter he 
spoke of the important work to be 
done by the department of which he 
is the head. 

“There is no special matier relating 
to tho new province which has 
brought me east at the present time,” 
said the nMnister, “I am spending a 
day or two in Winnipeg to see a 
mumber gf personal friends here. In 
the east I will spend some time in 


Toronto and Ottawa, and will also 
go cast to New York city. 
“We have already begun work in 


the administration of affairs in the 
de@partment of public works in Al- 
berta. The first important matter 
coming before us was the question of 
rebuilding the Bow marsh bridge. 
This bridge was built in the first 
place Hy the Territorial government. 
the city of Calgary and a_ private 
company. It is now falling to piece, 
and has been for some time in a 
state of decay. The new structure 
wili*be of steel on concrete piers and 
wili cost In the neighborhood of 359,- 
900. 

“We will also build a normal school 
ffor the province. The school, it is 
expected, will cost $60,000 or $70,000 ; 
the premfer favors the location of 
the building in the south and there 
is little doubt it will be built there. 

“A very extensive work will need 
to be done in the immediate future 
Water Main 51-2 miles 56,000 7 1-2 m. 
fn the matter of the construction of 
government roads. The government 
will build the main highway bridges 
which are needed, and the balance of 
the work will be done by the local 
municipalities.” 

“Do you consider the question of 
the focation of the capital as settled?” 

“The matter of the location of the 
capital will be settled by the legrisla- 
Tt will probably prove a diffi- 
cult matter to change the location 
now. We in Calgary, believe that we 
scarcely got a fair deal in the distri- 
bution of seats. There are 13 
north and 12 south of Red Deer. Red 
Deer itself being included on this 
count with the south. Even if we 
got one vote from the north it would 
not change the location and it is said 
that it might be difficult to get a 
unanimous vote from _the eleven 
southern members in favor of a 
change. 

“Tf presume the province has become 
quite quiet since the election?” 

“Yes. the excitement has disappear- 
ed and affairs have become normal 
again. We had an interesting 
for two months and the result was 
very Satisfactory. Everything is go 
ing on as usual now and business 
was never better in Alberta. 

“The city of Calgary is 
very rapid advances, quite as rapid 
proportionately as Winnipeg. The 
population bas doubled the past three 
years, and is stiib growing rapidly. 
The new cement works will be of 
great value to the city, and other 
interests are also developing exten- 


ture.
